Resolutions had been introduced

FOREST PRESERVES FOR 
LAKE COUNTY. 


Cook county has just added 349 acres to its forest 
preserves. The total is now over 26,000 acres, and 
more is to be added. This splendid development 
northward stops at the Lake county line. Why 
should it? There are beauty spots that ought to 
be saved to the public in Lake county, but the 
coupty has not waked up to the idea. It will, in 
time, as Cook county did; and then it will pay for 
its neglect, as Cook county is doing now. The 
other day Cook county paid $1,000 an acre for land 
it could have taken when the ogter park or forest 
preserve plan was first proposed for a fifth or per- 
haps a tenth of that sum. Lake county real estate 
ie going wp, too, and the county will have to pay 
eventually a good deal more for its preserve than 
i* it had acted in time. 

But Cook county is getting more than what it 
pays, and knows it. The forest preserves are one 
of the great civic assets of city, county, and state. 
They are a treasure of health and pleasure to the 
people, and Lake county, sooner or later, will dis- 
cover what it is losing by its lack of foresight and 
public , 

The proposal for a preserve program was beaten 
in Lake county on the ground that it was a scheme 
to benefit the rich. A more stupid argument was 
never made. The rich can go where they like. 
They have large places, and beautify them. They 
have leisure and means to go where nature is 
beautiful. It is the man and woman of small 
means, and their chijdren, to whom the preserve is 
a blessing. It also was argued that the preserves 
meant taxation. They also mean income, through 
the attraction of visitors. But the cash argument 
is weak compared to the argument based on the 
benefits in the form of wholesome pleasure which
